Petitions are now being pushed to save Lompoc’s physicians from extinction 
The great threat to their survival is the insurance com panies forthcom ing 
bill for m alpractice prem ium rates. 
Ironically! the firm s claim that sky high m alpractice rates are needed to 
protect the doctors. 
The petition warns. “ Many doctors may be com pelled to lim it their practice 
or leave it entirely as of January 1.1976 when the rates become effective It is 
entirely possible that after January, surgical, anesthetic and obstetrical ser­ 
vices will not be available at Lompoc D istrict Hospital ’’ 
The petition was authored by one of the endangered species. Dr E R 
Wallace, along with lay m em bers of COME. Lompoc’s Com m ittee for Medical 
Expansion that form ed a couple of years ago to recruit physicians for the 
valley. 
It continues. “Our local physicians and the Hospital D istrict have been 
searching urgently for a solution for m any months. As of this date, none have 
been achieved We feel that the situation has becom e intolerably 
unjust 
towards our com m unity and the physicians who serve it.” 
According to the doctors, a new m alpractice rate of $36,000 will disable sur­ 
geons into oblivion or into general practice while an increased rate of $8,000 
will provoke a general practice doctor to fight back in the only way he can. by 
increasing patient rates. 
Under the living conditions of a staff without surgeons, obstetricians and 
anesthetists, the Lompoc D istrict Hospital may soon be seen flapping its 
soothing wings of m edical relief for the last tim e and be as gone as the 
Pterodactyl. 
Copies of the petition can be found in doctors offices, pharm acies and banks 
and petition tables will be set up for the next three weekends in local shopping 
centers. 
The Junior Alpha Club is circulating the petition along with other civic 
organizations. 
COME m em ber Sarah Flinkingshelt reports that she does not expect Lom­ 
poc's petition to be effective alone in calling for a solution to this statew ide 
crisis. 
“ If Lompoc just does it by itself, not very much m ay happen. But there are 
other com m unities that are circulating petitions too.” she said. 
“ Hopefully, it will spread and if enough petitions are sent in. maybe 
something will be done,” 
The petition does not call for any specific action, only that the problem be 
corrected 
The docum ents will be picked up and m ailed by Dec. 8 to the politicians in 
Sacram ento, a species that will probably never find itself in the sam e fate as 
the passenger pigeon. 


Hospital anesthetists 
demand hospital insurance

As of Ja n u ary 1. L om poc’s th ree 
anesthetists will not work in the Lompoc 
D istrict Hospital if they are not insured 
by the hospital, the Board of D irectors 
were informed last night in a meeting by 
Dr E.R W allace 
Without an anesthetist on hand, there 
can be no surgery or obstetrics service in 
the hospital 
According to Dr W allace, the Valley 
Medical Group which provides the only 
local anesthetic service, cannot pay next 
year’s m alpractice insurance prem ium 
rate of $108,000 to protect Dr. William 
Gausm an. 
RN Kathleen Seyller and 
himself 
This year the Valley Medical Group 
has paid under $17,000 for the sam e 
coverage 
“ We don’t m ean to be coercive.” Dr 
Wallace said later “ We are simply un­ 
able. econom ically, to pay that amount 
in rates." 
However, it may be useless to insure 
the anesthetists if the hospital does not 
insure the local surgeons and obstetri­ 
cians when they operate in the hospital 
Their rates are also shooting up in 
January, to $21,000 or m ore; and they 
have reported that their best recourse is 
to cease the high risk services and only 
m aintain a general office practice 
Other physicians say they will leave 
the state or retire 
This m orning board president Harold 
Thompson said it is conceivable that the 
hospital will indemnify the anesthetists 
if the hospital becomes self-insured, but 
he was not sure about covering the sur­ 
geons and obstetricians 
The reason, he explained, is because

“ T hat’s the area that som ething has 
got to be w orked out so m eh o w ,” 
rem arked Thompson. 
He personally believes that the board 
of directors will vote to self-m sure the 
hospital on Dec 8. the date set last night 
to decide just what they will do about the 
over $100,000 m alpractice prem ium hike 
the hospital faces on Jan 1. 
“ I think that is the only thing we can 
do,” said Thompson about self-insuring. 
“ The only other option we have is to pay 
these high rates." 
W h atev er happens com e Ja n . 1, 
Thompson stated during the m eeting, 
“ the hospital will be operating, even if it 
has to be in a very low level of service.” 
In other business, the board voted to 
raise the fees of the hospital lab by seven 
per cent at the request of Dr. Sheldon 
Gee. the lab director. 


Board m em bers Ray Down and Carol 
Ann Johnson, however, voted against the 
request. 


Dr Gee explained that the increase 
proposal was a modest one and should be 
m ade because lab fees in other area 
hospitals “ are creeping above us." The 
lab, he added, is not losing money, but 
the fees have not been raised since 1970. 


Down voted a g a in st the req u e st 
because, he explained, the hospital 
should hold m edical care costs to the 
people and because he doesn’t like the 
idea of raising rates just to keep up with 
other hospitals. 


T hom pson su p p o rted th e req u e st 
because the hospital is in a financially 
tough position now that patient census 
has been so low recently. 
It w as also noted that hospitals 
traditionally earn a profit from lab ser­ 
vices to make-up losses in other depart­ 
m ents

South 
Vietnam and Chile 
The report, signed by all 11 m em bers 
of the com m ittee and released over the 
objections of President Ford, said no 
foreign leaders w ere killed as a result of 
the assassination plots but added the 
panel was “ unable to draw firm conclu­ 
sions concerning who authorized the 
assassination plots " 
While saying it could not find any 
evidence that any president approved of 
the plots, the report said. “ W hether or 
not the respective Presidents knew of or 
authorized the plots, as chief executive 
officer of the United States, each must 
bear the ultim ate responsibility for the 
activities of his subordinates ’ 
The co n tro v ersial 347-page rep o rt 
recom m ended passage of a law making 
it a federal offense to conspire to kill 
foreign leaders abroad 
The report spanned the adm inistra­ 
tions of Presidents Dwight Eisenhower. 
John 
Kennedy. 
Lyndon Johnson and 
Richard Nixon 
The com m ittee said there was "a 
reasonable inference that the plot to as­ 
sassinate Lumumba w as authorized bv 
President Eisenhow er" and that Nixon 
had ordered actions against Salvador 
Allende in Chile Nixon was not linked to 
m urder schem es there.

More than 100 senior citizens were on 
hand to cheer on the Lompoc Com m is­ 
sion on Aging Thursday as it adopted a 
resolution to the city council calling for a 
new facility for senior citizens 
Dr B arry Coughlin presided at the ses 
sion which was in unanim ous agree 
m ent that the first of two alternatives in 
a position paper was the preferred wav 
to go on the senior center 
“ There is an absolute need for a senior 
ce n te r.” said Dr Coughlin “ This center 
is to be utilized to coordinate all services 
for seniors that are currently scattered 
around the city 
The resolution, which will go into the 
m ail today to the council m em bers for 
study prior to consideration at their 
m eeting Dec 2. also stipulates that the 
facility should be utilized solely by 
seniors and not in conjunction with any 
other group 
The two alternatives considered in the 
resolution are these 
1 Construction of a new facility of ap­ 
proxim ately 5.000 square feet to be 
situated on public land that is now vacant 
and available to the city 
Exam ples 
would he land in Ryon Park or possibly 
land now controlled by the County Hous­ 
ing Authority at R and Ocean 
This facility would consist m ainly of a 
large assem bly hall to accom m odate 175 
to 200 people at one tim e a kitchen to 
comply with federal regulations for the 
nutrition program 
This kitchen may 
also he utilized by the M eals on Wheels 
or for social dinners An area should be 
availalbefor cra fts rehabilitation ser 
vices, com m unity action com m ission of­ 
fices, transportation, social 
security, 
health program s and various other se r­ 
vices 
The plans for the building may in s i s t 
of a revision and enlargem ent of the ex­ 
isting plans that the city already has 
purchased or an original plan could be 
designed by the architect 
Plans for 
buildings already in existence and owned 
by Santa B arb ara County could he 
utilized if this is legally possible the 
resolution continues 
2 Utilization of the present city hall 
The building would have to have exten­ 


sive redesign to become functional as a 
senior facility The main problem

the uncertain time issue

There were reports that Boyd 
Bettencourt, former county 
planning commission member, 
had obtained some 600 
signatures himself Bettencourt 
is a rancher in the Refugio Rd 
area of the valley 


The redistricting appraisal is 
being sought by ¿Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher Fletcher in 
requesting 
reapportionment 
pointed to imbalances in 
various districts, and indicated 
there is possibly 25 per cent 
more population currently in 
the Third District than the 
Fourth District.

No one ever claimed the 
horse with a white blaze and 
white sock which was found 
wandering on the roadway on 
El Sueno near State Highway 
154 between Santa Barbara and 
Goleta. although a former 
trainer of the thoroughbred 
horse was traced to Texas. 
Previously five stray horses 


were rounded up by county 
authorities in Gobemador Ca­ 
nyon, Carpinteria Valley, and

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Fidel Castro was the target of 
at least eight CIA murder plots 
that involved hiring gangsters 
and using poison cigars, pens 
and pills, an exploding seashell 
"and other devices which strain 
the imagination " 
The agency was setting up 
one of the schemes on the day 
President John Kennedy was 
assassinated, according to a 
Senate intelligence com m ittee 
report released Thursday 
The plotting ag ain st the 
Cuban leader also involved dis­ 
ruptive tactics, including a plan 
to expose Castro to a special 
shoe polish that would make his 
beard fall out and destroy his 
whiskered image 
"The most ironic of these 
plots,’’ the report said, "took 
place on November 22, 1963 — 
the very day that President 
Kennedy was shot in Dallas — 
when a CIA official offered a 


poison pen to a Cuban for use 
against C astro." 
The report said that "at the 
same tim e an em issary from 
President Kennedy was m eet­ 
ing with Castro to explore the 
possibility of improved rela­ 
tions." 


The report said the first 
murder plot was hatched July 
20,1960. and that the com m ittee 
had "concrete" proof of other 
plots through 1965 The report's 
section on Castro and Cuba 
comprised almost one-third of 
the 347-page document 


It said "one plot, involving 
the use of underworld figures, 
reportedly twice progressed to 
the point of sending poison pills 
to Cuba and dispatching team s 
to com m it the deed.” 


In the early 1960s. the agency 
— knowing Castro enjoyed skin- 
diving — explored the pos­ 
sibility of planting an exotic 


seashell, rigged to explode It 
also considered arranging to 
have the prem ier receive a 
“ g i f t ” of a d e a d ly c o n ­ 
tam inated diving suit 
Both 
ideas eventually were aban­ 
doned. 


The "beard plan" was to have 
been used when C astro stopped 
at a hotel during a trip abroad 
and. according to custom , put 
his shoes in the hall to be 
shined A CIA operative was to 
have dusted the shoes with 
thallium salts, which would 
would have caused his hair to 
fall out 
H ow ever. C astro 
canceled the trip 


A box of C astro’s favorite 
cigars was treated at CIA 
laboratories with a botulinum 
toxin "so potent that a person 
would die after putting one in 
his mouth " The record did not 
disclose w hether they were 
delivered 
Commander ousted in bid 
to end government strike 


LISBON. Portugal (U PI) - 
The m ilitary’s Revolutionary 
Council dismissed leftist Gen. 
Otelo Saraiva de Carvalho as 
commander of Lisbon s mili­ 
tary district today in a bid to 
end a strike by the Portugal’s 
provisional government. 
The council, which holds ex­ 
ecutive and legislative powers, 
said Carvalho would rem ain as 
overall m ilitary security chief, 
but a progovemm ent officer 
would assum e his duties in the 
Lisbon region 
Prim e M inister Jose Pinheiro 
de Azevedo led his two-month 
old cabinet in a walkout Thurs­ 
day. saying they would not 
return until the m ilitary agreed 
to supply the authority needed 
to govern effectively. 
A council statem en t said 
Capt Vasco Lourenzo, an ally 
of Azevedo. would take com ­ 
mand of Lisbon from the con­ 


troversial left-wing general. 
The council said it realized 
Azevedo had encountered dif­ 
ficulty trying to govern in 
Lisbon, but “ deplored" his 
cabinet's decision to suspend 
activities until their personal 
safety was assured 
The council said it would ask 
Azevedo and his m inisters "to 
resum e their normal functions 
until the current crisis can be 
solved." 
The com prom ise was worked 
out by the council after an all- 
night meeting, but its contents 
were not released until this 
afternoon. 
The council also announced 
re a c tiv a tio n of th e a rm y ’s 
political action command — 
disbanded because of its close 
identification with the Commu­ 
nist party. 
The statem ent was issued 
o n ly h o u rs a f t e r a p ro - 
Newspaper to seek 
high court review 


FRESNO (U Pll — Fresno 
Bee attorney Phillip Fullerton 
and his sta ff seek a U.S. 
Supreme Court review of a 
lower court contempt citation 
against four men who refused 
to show how the newspaper ob­ 
tained testimony from a court- 
sealed grand jury transcript. 
"We began preparation of the 
application to the U.S. Supreme 
Court immediately after the 
state Supreme Court denied our 
request to review the case," 
Fullerton said Thursday. 
He said the application to the 
high court would be m ade as 
soon as possible and that a 
quick decision was expected on 
w hether the Suprem e Court 
would accept the ca se for 
review 
"If the Supreme Court elects 
to hear the case it could be a 
very lengthy process," Fuller­ 
ton said. 
The state Suprem e Court 
denied without com m ent the 
Bee’s request that it review the 
5th District Court of Appeal 
decision in the case. 
The appeals court upheld 55 
of the original 73 contem pt cita­ 
tions against Bee Managing 
Editor George G runer, City 
Editor Jam es Bort and report­ 
ers William K Patterson and 
Joe Rosato and ordered the four 
to return to Superior Court for 


another chance to answer the 
questions they earlier refused 
to answer. 
The four new sm en w ere 
sentenced to indefinite jail 
s e n te n c e s by now re tire d 
Fresno Superior Court Judge 
Denver Peckinpah on the con­ 
tem pt citations. The sentences 
w ere stayed during the appeals. 
"N aturally, the Bee and all of 
us directly involved are disap­ 
pointed by the court’s refusal to 
grant us a hearing.” Gruner 
said. 
"This is an issue which we 
feel his long-term significance 
and m ust sooner or later be 
resolved by the courts 
"T he right to keep news 
so u rces co n fid en tial has a 
direct bearing on the ability of 
the press to keep the public ful­ 
ly inform ed of m atters in which 
it has a very real interest," he 
said. "The press cannot func­ 
tion as it should without such 
protection for legitim ate news 
sources who often will not come 
forward without a guarantee of 
confidentiality." 
The four newsmen claim ed 
imm unity under the so-called 
C alifornia new sm en’s shield 
law, but Peckinpah declared 
the shield law unconstitutional 
in that it interfered with the 
court’s ability to conduct its 
business. 


Communist newspaper hit the 
streets with a Carvalho inter­ 
view publicly supporting the far 
left's call for the dism issal of 
the sixth government 
" If this governm ent con­ 
s id e rs its e lf in c a p a b le of 
governing under the present 
circum stances. I think we can

Carvalho’s rem arks cam e as 
leftists besieged Lisbon's presi­ 
dential Palace, calling on sup­ 
porters to arm them selves and 
fight for the creatio n of a 
Soviet-style "peoples" govern­ 
ment. 
The crow d of thousands 
sh ran k to a few h u n dred 
blanket-draped figures huddled 
around bonfires during the 
night, but appeared to grow 
again this morning 
Police said a five-pound bomb 
was discovered and defused 
outside the palace gates in the 
pre-dawn hours. 
Troops in the conservative 
n o rth , loyal to A zevedo’s 
regim e stayed on alert while 
leftist troops in Lisbon con­ 
tinued their occupation of the 
city's radio and television sta­ 
tions.

Battle against fruit fly 
expected to end in June 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A 
man-mduced birth control pro­ 
gram to eradicate the Mediter­ 
ranean fruit fly is taking effect, 
but the project m anager says 
the pests won t be wiped out un­ 
til next June 
The fruit flies, which could do 
serious damage to the state's $2 
billion a year agriculture in­ 
dustry. were first discovered 
Sept 
23 in an 80-square-mile 
area in West Los Angeles. Local 
authorities quarantined 
the 
area and made a deal with 
Hawaii, where an infestation of 
the insects has existed since 
1912. to im port m illions of 
sterile flies to m ate with the 
"n ativ e" flies and produce 
sterile eggs, which will eventu­ 
ally wipe out the insect 
Bill Routhier. on-site director 
of the M editerranean fruit fly 
project, is one of about 50 
persons working full-time on 
the $1 m illion erad icatio n 
program that is being spon­ 
sored by federal, state and 
county g o v e rn m e n ts.

s t e r i i e f lie s c o s t a b o u t 


$100,000 


Routhier, who works for a 
control and eradication division 
of the state Division of Fruit 
and Agriculture, recently di­ 
rected a project in San Diego 
rid the area of the Oriental fruit 
fly and the Japanese Beetle He 
said the Oriental fruit fly has 
been 
successfully eradicated 
from the area and he expects 
the beetles to disappear this 
spring 


"We were successful there 
and I think we’ll be successful 
here as well," he said con­ 
fidently.

Farm critics rapped 
by ag panel chief 


SACRAMENTO < UPI i - As­ 
sembly Agriculture Commit­ 
tee Chairman John Thurman, 
apparently abandoning an at­ 
tempt to bring together 
farmers and angry consumer 
activists, has vowed to stop 
•'unfounded” attacks on 
California agriculture 
'I for one. am sick and tired 
of the constant barrage of un­ 
founded allegations directed at 
the most important industry in 
this country." said the San 
Joaquin Valley legislator and 
dairyman 
He made the statement 
Thursday during a Department 
of Food and Agriculture hear­ 
ing into state supervised 
marketing orders, which have 
been under attack by some con­ 
sumer groups as an instrument 
of protection for agribusiness 
"You must understand that I 
am prepared to do all that is 
within my power to eliminate 
this unrelenting harassment of 
agriculture from whatever 
source it may come." he told 
the packed hearing room.

Wholesale butter 
price now at $1.16 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Con­ 
sumer demand for dairy 
products has outpaced national 
milk production and pushed the 
wholesale price of butter to a 
record $1 16 per pound — and it 
probably will get worse before 
it gets better. 
Indian summer weather, the 
high price of butter substitutes 
and thirsty milk drinkers com­ 
bined to raise butter prices, 
dairy industry observers said. 
They predicted Thursday but­ 
ter would cost even more 
before tapering next year, when 
widespread dairy shortages are 
expected to ease 
“ The shortage of butter is 
greater than at any time on 
record for this period of the 
year.” said Gerald Foskett, 
eastern area representative for 
the U.S. 
Department of 
Agriculture in Philadelphia. 
Foskett attributed the short­ 
age to unseasonably warm 
weather which has kept cows in 
the pasture rather than in the 


bam producing milk 
“ There’s no nutrient left in 
the grass, and the nation just 
doesn’t have enough available 
milk,” said Foskett. He said 
U S milk production trailed de­ 
mand by a month 
The price of butter began to 
rise sharply three or four 
months ago. Foskett said It 
kept increasing when buyers 
failed to curb their demand 
“ People now are so callous 
about high prices that they keep 
on buying butter.” he said 
Record high prices for 
margarine, a favorite butter 
substitute, have added to the 
butter price bulge, said Sy 
Goldstein, general sales 
manager of Hotel Bar Foods, a 
large butter manufacturer. 
Goldstein said butter became 
more attractive to food buyers 
when margarine hit 95 cents a 
pound last year — more expen­ 
sive than some butter, which 
was selling then for about 89 
cents a pound.

The old ballparks

I read in the paper where old Connie 
Mack Stadium in Philadelphia has been 
declared a public nuisance It was built 
in 1909, but since ’71 has been used only 
by rats who scurry along rusty pipes and 
splintered wmiden bleachers 
The stadium must be torn down, the 
city says 
I read nothing about 
Independence Hall being torn down 
That’s a much older building than Connie 
Mack Stadium, but apparently regarded 
as more important historically. 
This is the year for bicentennial trips. 
There will be heavy traffic at Mt. 
Vernon. Plymouth Rock, famous Civil 
War battlegrounds and other historical 
spots 
But if I could take a bicentennial trip, 
it would bt' a tour of all the old-time 
ballparks—what’s left of them. 
It’s already too late to see Ebbt” s 
Field, the Polo Grounds. Shibe Park. 
Forbes Field. Crosley Field, and a few of 
the others The bulldozers and wrecking 
balls have already been there 
Time is running out on the old 
ballparks. 
Yankee 
Stadium 
still 
stands— 
remodeled They tore out the old parts of 
the stadium and auctioned them off I 
drooled at the thought of furnishing a 
large room with such items as a Yankee 
Stadium ticket biwth, a set of original 
box seats, a turnstile, a row of lockers, 
hardware from the old concession 
stands, a dugout bench, and some of the 
old equipment that must have been lay­ 
ing around in the back rooms. 
Even Fenway Park, one of the last of 
the great old ballparks, is yeilding to 
progress, in the form of an electronic 
scoreboard 
T h a t’s like putting 
aluminum siding and linoleum floors in 
the Old North Church 
A tiny band of 20 people picketed 
P>nway to protest the installation of the 
new scoreboard 
“ I t ’s tragically 
plastic," said a picketer “ It’s a giant 
step toward AstroTurf and double-knit 
suits The scoreboard represents creep­ 
ing Finley ism ” 
The old Fenway scoreboard was 
operated by a guy who scurried around 
inside the scoreboard dropping metal 
sheets with numbers painted on them 
into appropriate slots 
I want to take a bat and ball, sneak into 
Fenway, and hit one off the Green 
Monster ... shag flies in Comiskey 
Park 
throw a few from the mound at 
Wrigley Field . sit in the dugouts and 
the top seat in the stands, and the press 


box 
I ’d like to look up the old stadium 
groundskeepers, or old sportswriters. 
and listen to their stories about the 
parks 
Or visit the bars near the 
stadiums where the players and fans 
once relived the games. 
The old fields were called fields. Or 
parks New fields are called stadiums, or 
sports complexes Box seats aren’t real­ 
ly boxed off anymore 
There are no 
knotholes in the outfield walls, and 
electronic message boards tell the fans 
when, and for whom, to cheer 
The old parks had odd shapes The Polo 
Grounds was 485 feet to centerfield and 
259 and 257 down the lines. The new 
parks are laid out by computer to avoid 
such irregularities. 
Maybe someday the people who now 
grow up watching games at the modern 
stadiums will feel the same fondness for 
them that some now feel for the old 
parks. 
But I doubt it, just like I doubt that my 
kids will have the same fondness for the 
local McDonalds that I have for Henry’s 
hamburger stand in Whittier, an old 
walk-in place with a few stools.

Spain's iron man 


K1 Caudillo. the leader of 
Spain, is dead at 82 and his 
eonstitutionally 
designated 
successor, i’rince Juan Carlos 
(le Borbon, grandson of Spain s 
last king, is chief of state. But 
Juan Carlos is no more ex­ 
pected to govern Spain than 
(lid Alfonso X III before he was 
sent into exile in 1931 by a 
short-lived republican govern­ 
ment. 
Under Franco’s plan, his 
real successor was to have 
been Vice Admiral Luis 
Carrero Blanco, who was 
named premier in 1973. In 
December 1973, however, 
Basque terrorists assassinated 
Carrero Blanco and Carlos 
Arias became premier. At 
first seeming to promise a 
continuation of the modest 
liberalization begun in 1966, 
Arias and the ruling F'alange 
party, Spain’s only legal party, 
have become increasingly 
repressive since the eruption 
in Portugal. 
The 36 years of political 
tranquility Spain enjoyed un­ 
der Franco after the end of its 
bitter Civil War in 1939 was a 
period of surface calm only, 
an exception in Spain’s tur­ 
bulent modern history.

To give the man his due. 
Franco’s long rule was, by 
material measure, beneficial 
to Spain and what the country 
needed after exhausting itself 
in the Civil War. While Europe 
tore itself asunder in World 
War II. Franco, through sym­ 
pathetic to the Axis, kept 
Spain neutral and began the 
process of national rebuilding. 
Spain shared in Europe’s 
postwar economic recovery 
and profited from the ensuing 
Cold War in the form of 
American aid in exchange for 
military bases. 
But what Franco did not 
give Spain, what no dic­ 
tatorship can give, was human 
lib erty, an orderly and 
peaceful means by which 
power can be handed to a new 
generation and a system which 
can accommodate social 
change while preserving social 
cohesion. 
The scars of the 1936-’39 war 
still run deep, as does Spain’s 
tradition of struggling against 
foreign or domestic oppres­ 
sors. Failing the emergence of 
another strongman in the mold 
of Franco, these elements are 
bound to surface again sooner 
or later.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Dehumanizing prison conditions 


WASHINGTON — We smuggled a 
reporter last week into one of the 
nation’s most forbidding, impenetrable 
prisons — the 130-year-old maximum 
security Clinton Correctional Facility 
just below the Canadian border in rural 
New York. 
Inmates had complained to us that 
they had been beaten, 
hosed down, harassed 
and subjected to 
degrading regulations 
such as repetitive rec­ 
tal searches. 
Clinton’s 71-year-old 
superintendent, James 
Edwin LaVallee, 
known on the inside as 
the “ godfather,” told 
us the charges are 
“ the standard kind of 
sympathy -a rousing 
complaints.” 
He denied anything improper was hap­ 
pening inside his prison. "Actually,” he 
said, "it’s a pretty nice place, pretty 
well run.” 
To find out for ourselves, we sent a 
reporter, Terry Repak, into Clinton. We 
arranged with New York As­ 
semblywoman Marie Runyon to appoint 
her as a staff adviser and to take her on 
an inspection tour It’s the only way a 
reporter can get an inside view of New 
York’s most feared and formidable 
prison. 
Repak. who has toured other state 
prisons for the American Bar As- 
socation’s Correctional Reform Commit­ 
tee, found Clinton the most depressing 
and degrading place she had ever visited. 
Within the massive gray walls, more 
than 2,000 sullen inmates are crowded in 
dank, musty cellblocks. They sleep with 
roaches in their bedsprings, bed bugs in 
their mattresses and an open toilet two 
feet from their heads. 
The heavy iron doors slam so fast 
behind them that prisoners complained 
of getting their arms caught. For exer­ 
cise, they congregate in a dreary asphalt 
courtyard the size of a grade school 
playground. 
Prisoners in the disciplinary cellblock, 
the infamous Unit 14, nicknamed "the 


box." complained of physical and psy­ 
chological brutality 
They told of 
beatings, harassments and hosings. Last 
month a convicted murderer, Wilfredo 
Sostre, hanged himself from the 
overhead pipes after 18 months in "the 
box.” 
Runyon and Repak insisted upon talk­ 
ing to inmates from the notorious 
cellblock 
Typical was the report of 
Roosevelt Williamson, a 24-year-old 
black youth, who had spent six months in 
Unit 14. 
Because he had agreed to the inter­ 
view, he said, the guards hassled him 
and compelled him to bend over for a 
prolonged rectal search. "Bend over 
further, we can’t see good enough.” they 
taunted him. 
He eventually appeared for the inter­ 
view, his hands shackled to a belt at his 
waist by steel cuffs. His devotions as a 
Sunni Muslim, he said, had landed him in 
Unit 14. He would spread a sheet on the 
floor five times a day for prayers. His 
sheet and other religious materials were 
seized as "contraband,” and he was 
dumped into “ the box” for protesting. 
Because he is forbidden by his religion 
to use a razor, the young Muslim had a 
shadow of a beard, which was taken as a 
sign of dissent. Last month his family 
was turned away after a long journey 
from New York City, he charged, 
because he allegedly hadn’t shaved. 
Three days later, he was dragged from 
his cell and shot with the knockout drug 
thorazin. When he came to, he had been 
clean-shaven. 
Showering was a humiliating ordeal 
for the slight. 120-pound Williamson. 
“ You walk out naked, backwards, in the 
middle of 10 or 12 big white guards who 
laugh at you,” he alleged. Rather than 
put up with the derision, he bathed and 
washed his clothes in the toilet beside his 
bed. 
After 60 days in "the box” he appeared 
before the superintendent’s advisory 
committee to get his disciplinary 
sentence reviewed. “ The whole way 


back from the meeting,” he said, “ the 
guards were stepping on the backs of my 
sneakers. I was scared, you know, and 
when I got back in my cell” ’ then they 
jumped me.” 
Elsewhere in the prison our reporter 
found no evidence of physical abuse. But 
those who became active in educational 
or civil rights programs encountered 
other forms of intimidation. 
"You may not get outrightly knocked 
in the head,” said one, "but you’ll lose 
privileges or get tripped on the rules.” 
Another put it this way: "W e’re men­ 
tally smothered here. A man is not per­ 
mitted to think for himself but leaves 
here so brainwashed he can’t function 
unless he hears a billy club rap on the 
bars.” 
Inmate Tivis Hawkins, for example, 
was reprimanded by a guard for taking 
his book into the mess hall. When he 
proved there was no rule against this, the 
angry guard trumped up another charge 
and had Hawkins thrown into a keep-lock 
cell for 14 days. 
Inmates complained it takes extraor­ 
dinary symptoms before they are given 
medical attention. Several who were in­ 
terviewed pointed out the scales on the 
sides of their mouths from Vitamin C 
deficiency. Yet the doctors merely 
coated the sores with camphor. 
Conditions inside Clinton, we con­ 
cluded. violate the C(mstitutional rights 
of the inmates. The Constitution 
guarantees that they won’t be subjected 
to “cruel and unusual punishments.” 
Footnote: Most of the inmates’ 
charges were confirmed by prison of­ 
ficials who were questioned privately by 
our reporter. The deputy superintendent, 
Patrick McGann, categorically denied 
most of the charges and then referred us 
to the state penal system for comment. 
A spokesman said Commissioner 
Benjamin Ward "is concerned” about 
the charges and will investigate them. 
“ We always welcome any information 
about any allegations,” said the 
spokesman. 


On the right 
by William F. Buckley 
Quinlan 
case I 


The Karen Ann Quinlan case settled 
not very much, but brought to 
prominence the whole question of the 
right of the individual to command the 
movements of his doctors under dire cir­ 
cumstances. Dr 
Milton Heifetz, a 
prominent California neurosurgeon, has 
written a subtle and informative book on 
the subject called The 
Right to Die 
He 
testified in the Karen 
Ann Quinlan case on 
the 
side of the 
petitioners. Karen’s 
parents, who begged 
the doctor to "pull the 
plug,” the earthy 
term, for which 
however there is no 
satisfactory substitute 
conveying exactly that 
meaning The distinc­ 
tion is between letting 
a patient die of natural causes, and caus­ 
ing him to die. 
It is in the opinion of Dr Heifetz the 
critical distinction, and it has a dis­ 
tinguished ethical lineage 
Karen 
Quinlan’s parents are Catholics, and 
before approaching the doctor to recom­ 
mend that he turn off the respirator that 
keeps their vegetated daughter 
technically alive, they consulted their 
parish priest. Relying on a papal allocu­ 
tion 17 years old, that priest told them to 
go ahead. There was controversy up the 
line, when a Franciscan priest writing in 
Ossevatore Romano called for keeping 
her alive. But a prominent Italian Jesuit 
disagreed. And everyone, including the 
judge, studied the relevant phrases of 
Pope Pius: quite properly, I should 
think, since ethics are best defined not 
by legislators, but by moralists. 
The Pope began his address to the 
anesthesiologists in 1958 by saying that 
questions of science, such as when is 
someone in fact dead, are best settled by 
scientists. But "considerations of a 
general nature allow us to believe that 
human life continues for as long as its 
vital functions — distinguished from the 
simple life of organs — manifest 
themselves spontaneously or even with 
the help of artificial processes.” 
The question concerning which there is 
discussion is the emphasis that is proper­ 
ly placed on the word “ or.” It would ap­ 
pear, if read literally, to make the word 
“ spontaneously” entirely meaningless. 
Either vital organs are working spon­ 
taneously, or they are not. If, as in ar­ 
tificial respiration, they are made to 
work by artificial processes leading to 
their resuscitation, after which they will 
resume working spontaneously, then the 
answer would be clear. Indeed, in John 
F 
Kennedy Memorial Hospital vs. 
Heston a court ordered, against the will 
of her parents, a Jehovah’s Witness to 
receive a transfusion of blood — which 
resulted in the girl’s recovery. 
There is crystallizing agreement that 
in cases of irreversible paralysis, doc­ 
tors should be permitted to pull the plug 
if that is the will of the patient. The prac­ 
tical problem is ascertaining the will of 
someone in a comatose condition. We 
know what Karen Ann’s parents believe 
she would wish. But we do not. in fact, 
have her word on the matter. Her at­ 
tending physician — although one doubts 
that he would disagree that Karen, if 
competent would agree with her parents 
— is simply not qualified to transcribe 
the desires of an unconscious human be­ 
ing. And the judge ruled that her parents 
were not authorized to make so grave a 
decision in their capacity as surrogates. 
What is coming up, then, is the ques­ 
tion of how to anticipate such circum­ 
stances. Much thought has been given to 
the subject, and in another article I 
propose to pass along the specific form 
recommended by Dr. Heifetz.

When it 
comes to reviewing plays done by Lom­ 
poc High School or Cabrillo High School, 
then it’s a different ball game. In fact, it 
is my understanding that your policy now 
states that high school plays will no 
longer be reviewed by your staff. 
The sad part of the whole story is the 
reasoning behind this decision. Follow­ 
ing our first production of this school

I asked 
Stan Tulledo why no review was written 
in the paper He informed me that he had 
decided that it wasn’t a good idea to 
write reviews of high school plays.

The review is not supposed 
to praise a production unless it is 
praiseworthy! WTiy should Stan feel so 
bad about giving an honest review? I 


have read almost every play review Stan 
Tulledo has written for the Lompoc 
Record in the past four years. Without 
exception I agreed almost 100% with 
Stan on his reaction to the plays. Some 
were Allan Hancock College produc­ 
tions. some were Lompoc Civic Theater 
productions and some were high school 
productions. 
On several occasions over the past few 
years, Stan has asked me for information 
concerning plays that he had been asked 
to review and I did my best to locate the 
books or plays he needed for the job at 
hand.
